ar BANKERS THINK OF THE FAILURE. 


Kaweas Crrr, Mo., Jan. 19.—[Special.]— 
his has been one of the most exciting days 
i in the history of Kansas City. 

The American National Bank, at Eighth and 
Delaware streets, failed for $2,500,000, al- 
though its nominal assets are in excess of that 
sum, The bank is capitalized for $1,200,000. 
Thetwo branches of the bank—one at the 
Stock-Yards Exchange and the other on 
Union avenue—were likewise both closed this 
morning, and quite an anxious crowd of de- 
positors were standing around the doors. At 
neither of them could any information be ob- 


It was learned last week that the American 
was in a tight place and the Clearing-House 
Association held a meeting and sent word to 
President Stimson that if the American 
needed money the association banks would 
furnish it. President Stimson replied that he 
did not think any assistance would be neces- 
sary and the loan was refused. Saturday, 
however, he asked the Presidents what the 
Clearing-House would do. They replied that 
if the American had satisfactory collateral the 
Clearing-House would advance it enough to 
pay ite depositors in full. This they had been 
told would require $1,000,000 or more. Mr. 
Stimson accepted the offer, and Saturday 
evening a committee was appointed to exam- 
ine the collateral which the bahk had to offer. 
The examination began at 9:30 o’clock Sun- 
day morning and was completed at 5:30 
o'clock in the afternoon. 

Last night representatives of all the associ- 
ated banks met at the residence of one of their 
number and received the report of the com- 
mittee. The conference lasted until 3 o’clock 
this morning. At that hour the bankers de- 
cided that the collateral was not sufficient to 
justify the loan. 

Condition of the Bank. 


‘ he examination made by the committee 


from the other banks showed that the bank 
owed $1,200,000 to depositors and $800,000 to 
banks from which it had recently borrowed 
money to meet the demands of depositors. 
To offset this it had on hand $400,000 in cash 
and sight exchange, and nominal assets to the 
amount of nearly $1,500,000. In going over 
this collateral the bankers threw out a consid- 
erable amount as not worth considering. 
About $1,200,000 remained. This they de- 
cided was not sufficient security for a loan. 
Several of the bankers, knowing that the 
stockholders would be liable for any loss that 
might be sustained should this securitySnot 
prove ample for the loan, were in favor of 


President Stimson, in explaining why there 
was not more acceptable collateral, stated 
that, in order to get aloan of $800,000 from 
Eastern correspondents, the bank had been 
obliged to hypothecate its best securities. He 
said that the collateral pledged for these loans 
was largely in excess of the amount bor- 
rowed. As the committee was unable to see 
this collateral it did not consider it. 

The tailure was caused by distrust’ For 
weeks there have been rumors to the effect that 
the bank was unsafe. The quarterly statement 
made by the American National Oct. 2 showed 

- that it had nearly $5,000,000 on deposit. The 
distrust caused by the failures in the East, 
added to reports set in circulation adverse to 
the bank, caused its deposits to fall off be- 
tween the statement of Oct. 2 and that of Dec. 
19. The deposits Dec. 19 were shown by the 
statement of that date to have been about $3,- 
000,000. More than half of these were drawn 
out up to last Saturday night. 

It is the opinion of the bankers who exam- 
ined the American’s collateral that the stock- 
holders’ loss, while it may be heayy, will not 
be total. Very little of the stock is held here, 
most of it being in the hands of wealthy East- 
ern men, among them being Secretary of 
State James G. Blaine, who is reputed to own 
$50,000 worth of it.

S. S. Conklin of the J arvis, Conklin Mortgage 
Trust company said: “Ido not anticipate 
any danger whatever, nor any trouble with 
any of the other banks. The money market 
in the East is growing easier daily and we are 
beginning to get inquiries for investments in 
Kansas City mortgages.” 

William B. Clarke, President of the Mer- 
chants’ National, said: “There will be no 
more failures. The financial situation is in 
excellent shape.“ 

J . W. Barney, cashier of the Merchants’ 
National, said :j It is my impression that the 
banks of the city are in such shape, with cash 
on hand, that they will be able to pay all de- 
mands.“ 

E. F. Swinney, cashier of the First National,

THE REASON FAILURE. 


A Former Kansas City Banker Talks About 
the Methods of the Institution. 

“The failure of the American National 
Bank could hardly be termed a surprise,“ said 
a gentleman at one time in charge of the 
clearances for the National banks of Kansas 
City. It was never regarded in a spirt of 
kindliness by the other banks. With its first 
inception it drew upon it the ill-will of 
the banking confraternity. At the 
corner of Eighth and Delaware streets 
Mr. John W. Root, the dead archi- 
tect, designed for the bank the seven- 
story brick and terra cotta office building 
which bears its name, and the main floor, fa- 
cing on Eighth and Delaware streets and run- 
ning back to Wall street, was furnished in 
magnificent style for the American National 
Bank quarters. The then new bank solicited 
deposits and depositors in such manner as to 
draw upon it the odium of other banks. 
W. V. Rieger was cashier and M.C. Curtis, the 
present cashier, was then assistant cashier. 
Mr. Curtis is a young man of but Jew years 
experience in the banking business. H. P. 
Stumson, the President, had no ex- 
perience at all. Immense amounts 
of realty mortgage paper were taken 
in by the bank, and during the real 
estate boom the bank yrospered and daily pre- 
sented the most elegant outward appearance 
of any bank west of Chicago. W. V. Rieger 
left the bank not a yearago. Since that time 
the general financial stringency, with con- 
stant depreciation of realty values in Kansas 
City, have impaired to aljconsiderable extent 
the securities of the bank. If it had been any 
other of the banks in Kansas City it would 
have been kept afloat at any price. The 
American National was in them but not of 
them. It can hardly be termed a bad sdspen- 
sion, for the directors are good and substanial 
men. 


WILL NOT AFFECT CHICAGO, 


OF THE 


Little Stock of the Kansas City Bank Here 
— What Bankers Think. 

Bankers here agreed that the failure would 
have little direct effect in Chicago. The 
Merchants’ National was the Chicago corre- 
spondent of the American National, but it is 
not in the least affected by the suspension, 
officers of the bank say. The Kansas City 
bank has not been regarded in the best of 
favor for some months. Word was received 
at some of the banks here that the institution 
was in deep water, and the definite news of 
the bank’s suspension was not heard with 
much surprise. 

While all the Chicago bankers agree that 
there will be no serious direct effect felt here 
from the failure, there 1s considerable anxiety 
about the Kansas City situation, and a good 
many believe it is not as strong as it should 

in Kansas 
City in various ways, and the general situation 
in the town is. watched about as closely as in 
any town in the country. 

A small amount of the stock of the sus- 
pended bank was held here, but not enough 
to be of any general importance.

The failure of the American National Bank | 


at Kansas City yesterday had a noticeable 
effect upon prices in Chicago. 

„The bears in wheat bobbed up in so ag- 
gressive a mood that before trading was dis- 
continued their tactics had forced the May 
future off to 985% cents, the lowest point 
touched in several weeks. Everything favored 
their side. Liverpool markets were firm at 
the inning, but soon weakened. There was 
a report of a large failure in Liverpool. Re- 
ceipts at various points.aggregated large, and 
the shipments diminished the quantity less 
than one-half. The selling started in with a 
rush. May opened at 95 cents, and had fallen 
half a cent under a heavy weight of long hold- 
ings and the bear selling before the market 
showed any sign of reacting. Then it became 
known that Pardridge had bought over 2,000,- 
000 bushels and that Armour and two or three 
other heavy interests were on the purchasing 
side. This caused a reaction. The bear fever 
was too strong, however, and only M cent was 
gained before the market started off again. 
Pardridge, seeing the drift, sent his brokers in 
with selling orders and gave the downward 
plunge a fresh impetus. The rest of the day 
was filled with excitement, and it witnessed 
the unloading of scores more of long linea, 
many of them on stop orders.

THE SENATORIAL CONTEST TO OPEN 
IN EARNEST TODAY, - 


At High Noon the Fight Will Be Inaugu- 
rated—Threats from the Republicans 
Concerning the Joint-Session Chairman- 
ship Result in Bringing the Democrats 
to Time—How Oglesby Views the Situa- 
tion—The Taubeneck Investigation—No 
Hope for Butsow. 

Srrinerierp, III., Jan. 19.—[{Special.]— 
Gov. Oglesby met the members of the 
Senatorial Committee tonight and listened to 
a statement by Chairman Fuller as to the 
condition of affairs relative to the Senatorial 
campaign. The Governor expressed himself 
as being well pleased with the outlook, and 
acquiesces in the steps taken by the com 
mittee thus far. 

The Democrats have agents traveling 
through Central and Southern Illinois work- 
ing among the F. M. B. A. endeavoring to get 
a petition signed by members of the associa- 
tion and indorsements from the lodges. They 
are addressed to Moore, Cockrell, and Tau- 
beneck and advise these gentlemen to vote 
first for a man of their own selection. If they 
cannot elect one of this character the 
F. M. B. A. men are advised not to spend the 
people’s money to prolong the session of the 
Legislature, but to vote for Gen. Palmer. 
This project is. being acquiesced in by the 
Democratic State Central Committee, and its

Butzow’s Poor Showing. 

The interminable contest of Butzow against 
Hamilton took a new turn this afternoon be- 
fore the House Committee on Elections and a 
subcommittee was appointed to count the bal- 
lots cast at the election. These ballots 
were brought here this morning and 
number about 7,000. There is not 
the least shadow of a case against 
Hamilton andthe counting of the ballots is 
more a matter of form than anything else. 
The committee report will be made in a day 
ortwo and will, it is thought, unanimously 
recommend thatthe contestant be declared 
not to have made outa case. There will be 
no unseating in the House or Senate and none 
are happier than Senators Noonan and Arnold. 

The business of speechmaking will begin at 
high noon in the House and Senate tomorrow. 
At least a dozen orations will be madein nom- 
inating the various candidates. A ballot will 
not be had before 2 or 3 o’clock. All of the 
members of both Houses are expected to be 
here tomorrow. 

No decisive action is within the possibilities, 
but Wednesday the tug of war begins. The 
F. M. B. A. men evince a disposition to cast 
their votes for Dr. Moore when they drop Mr. 
Streeter, whose candidacy is thought to be of 
short duration. 

Mr. David T. Lattler arrived in the city to- 
night. He is silent as to his wishes or prefer- 
ences in the Senatorial contest, and equally 
silent as to the allegations made lately before 
a special committee of the National House of 
Representatives that he knows something of 
the existence of a silver pool. 


To Make War on the State Institutions, 


The Democrats are getting ready to make 
an onslaught on some of the State institu- 
tions. This they have done periodically. For 
several days Representative Watson has had a 
resolution on tap asking for the appointment 
of a committee to investigate certain charges 
preferred against the management of the in- 
sane asylums. Tomorrow he will prob 
ably be recognized by the Speak- 
er. It is alleged that patients have 
been maltreated, and that Supt. Elrod 
has shielded his subordinates. Specific acts 
are detailed and the claim is set up that the 
friends of inmates have been compelled to 
purchase at exorbitant prices toilet articles, 
etc. Mr. Watson is much in earnest in the 
matter and asserts that he is not actuated by 


‘partisan motives. He has, it is understood, 


made inquiry as to the correctness of 
the statements forwarded to him, and he 
says he has found them sufficiently well-sus- 
tained to warrant the introduction of a resolu- 
tion for an investigation. Dr. Elrod was ap- 
pointed Superintendent of the Anna Asylum 
about a year ago in place of Dr. Wardner, 
who resigned. His administration of the 
affairs of the establishment has been such as 
to meet the approval of the State Board of 
Charities and Gov. Fifer. 


Oglesby to Return to Elkhart. 

Late tonight Gov. Oglesby announced his 
intention to return to his home at Elkhart to- 
morrow night. Hesays he sees ‘no reason 
why he should remain here, and believes his 
presence will not be of any great benefit in ter- 
minating the Senatoral contest. The Govern- 
or is in good spirits, and his friends intend to 
push his candidacy with all their might. His 
visit to Springfield at this particular time has 
done much to get the Republicans in line, and 
a vigorous battle is promised. 

Long Jones arrived tonight and says he 
intends toremain here until the contest is 
ended. Gov. Fifer hadalong consultation 
with Gov. Oglesby, and the most kindly feel- 
ing exists between the gentlemen. J. B. Mes- 
sick, one of the Commissioners of the South- 
ern Penitentiary, came in on a late train and 
will lend his services to the Republican steer- 
ing committee. 

THAT JOINT SESSION DEAL, 


Threats from the Republicans Bring the 
Democrats to Time. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—The 
publication in Taz Tx in its issue of 
yesterday of the determination of the Repub- 
licans to enlist the services of the F. M. B. A. 
men and organize the joint assembly set all 
the Democrats at sea. 

The Republicans had several objects in view 
when they got ready to elect Mr. Moore to the 
office of presiding officer of the joint assembly. 
In the first place they remembered the prec- 
edent of six years ago, when Mr. Haines made 
some very arbitrary rulings. They also wanted 
to get another clincher around the Democrats 
and force them to abandon all contests.

LOOKING UP TAUBZNECK’S RECORD 


Testimony Before the Investigating Com- 
mittee in the Farmer’s Favor. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. -19.—The evidence 
adduced before the Taubeneck investigating 
committee of the House this afternoon was 
decidedly in favor of the gentleman whose 
moral character and past record have been as- 
sailed. 

The first witness called was Benjamin C. 
Whitehead of Marshall, Clark County, who 
was interrogated by Representative Taube- 
neck himself. 

Last fall before the election,“ said Mr. 
Whitehead. I had been hearing a great many 
rumors in regard to Mr. Taubeneck having 
served a term in the penitentiary for counter- 
feiting in either Arkansas or Southern Mis- 
souri. A short time before the election, in 
order to verify these rumors, I wrote to a per- 
sonal friend of mine, the publisher of the 
Springfield (Mo.) Daily Herald, and asked 
him to make a personal mvestigation and see 
if the name of Herman E. Taubeneck ap- 
peared upon the Federal court records at that 
place. I also hada telegram sent to Colam- 
bus, O., asking if his name appeared among 
the roll of prisoners of that penitentiary. 
Both of these people replied that they could 
not find the name of Mr. Taubeneck on the 
records or rolls in connection with this or any 
other crime, The person who it is under- 
stood gave out this report is Mr. Hollenbeck 
of Marshall.”

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DRESSED-BEEF MEN WIN. 


VIRGINIA MEAT INSPECTION LAW DE- 
(CLARED TO BE INVALID. 


The Supreme Court Upholds a Decision of 
_the Federal District Court in a Suit 
Brought by F. D. Armour to Annul the 
Law—Synopsis of the Opinion Delivered 
by Justice Harlan—Chicago Packers 
Happy—The Tax France Levies on Pork. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Jan. 19.—[Special. 
The dressed-beef men gained 4 ogg 
victory in the Supreme Court today when the 
Virginia Meat-Inspection law was declared in- 
valid on the broad ground that it obstructed 
the freedom of commerce among the States. 

The decision follows pretty closely the line 
laid down at the last term of court in what 
was known as the Barbour case, which came 
up on appeal from the Minnesota courts. That 
was an instance of diserimination against out- 
side meat products, and the Supreme Court in 
deciding against the State went into the case 
fully. The case on which Justice Harlan gave 
the decision today came up on appeal from the 
Circuit Court of Virginia. The Virginia Leg- 
islature about a year and a half ago passed a 
law requiring the product of 100 miles or more 
from the place of sale should be inspected by 
the State authorities, and a charge was pro- 
vided of one cent per pound on the meat in- 
spected. The law made it an offense to offer 
for sale fresh meat slaughtered at the distance 
noted above, and the inspection was to be al- 
lowed on the petition of twenty persons. 

P. D. Armour at once arranged to havea 
test case brought to trial. William Rebman, 
one of his agents in Norfolk, refused to abide 
by the provision of the statute, and was con- 
victed in the State Court of violating the Meat 
Inspection law. W.J. Campbell, on behalf of 
Mr. Armour, went to Norfolk and engaged at- 
torneys to demand the release of Rebman by 
the Federal District Court on a writ of habeas 
corpus. The ground taken and maintained all 
along was that the law was an interference 
with inter-State commerce and therefore un- 
constitutional and void. Judge Hughes of the 
Federal District Court sustained this conten- 
tion and Rebman was released. Judge Bond 
of the Circuit Court coincided and the case 
came up to the Supreme Court on appeal by 


the State. * 
Lower Court Sustained. 


The Supreme Court without dissent sus- 
tained the previous decisions. Justice Harlan, 
in delivering the opinion of the court, says 
that the only question in the case is whether 
the statute is liable to the objection that by its 
necessary operation it interferes with the en- 
joyment of rights granted or secured by the 
Constitution. The question admits of but one 
answer. The statute is, in effect, a prohibition 
upon the sale mu Virginia of beef, veal, or 
mutton, although entirely wholesome, if it be 
the product of animals slaughtered 100 miles 
or more from the place of sale. It is in effecta 
prohibition, because, being required to pay the 
heavy charge of one cent a pound for inspec 
tion, persons outside the State cannot compete 
on equal terms in the markets of Virginia 
with local traders whose meats do not have to 
be inspected. 

Undoubtedly, the decision continues, a State 
may establish regulations to protect the peo- 
ple against the sale of unwholesome meats, 
but it may not under the guise of exerting its 
police powers, or of enacting inspection laws, 
make discriminations against the products 
and industries of some of the States in favor 
of the products and industries of its own or 
other States. The statute under considera- 
tion, by reason of the — nature of the 
tax imposed in then of compensation to 
the inspector, goes far beyond the purposes of 


legitimate inspection to determine the quality 


and condition of meat brought from a dis- 
tance, and, by its necessary operation, ob- 
structs the freedom of commerce among the 
States. 

Consequently it is for all practical ends a 
statute to prevent the citizens of distant 
States having for sale fresh meats from com- 
ing into competition upon terms of equality 
with local dealers, and as sith its repugnancy 
to the Constitution is manifest. 


IT PLEASES CHICAGO PACKERS, 


What They Say Concerning the Decision 
~The French Tax on Pork. 

The decision of the Supreme Court was re- 
ceived with much gratification yesterday by 
the packers of Chicago. After reading the 
brief dispatch announcing the decision Mr. 
Quinn, the attorney for Armour & Co., said 
the conclusion of the court was not unex- 
pected, and added: | 

„The Virginia law was a peculiar one in 
that it was enacted after the meat inspection 
laws of Colorado, Indiana, Minnesota, and 
New Mexico had been declared unconstitu- 
tional by all the United States courts. Those 
laws prohibited the sale of meats of animals 
not slaughtered within the State, while the 
law of Virginia, just passed upon, required 
that all meats which were from an animal not 
slaughtered within 100 miles of the place where 
it was offered for sale should be subject to in- 
spection by an officer appointed by the city 
or town, and imposing for such inspection a 
fee of one cent a pound—one-half to go to the 
officer and the other to the city or town. 

“The case first came up before the United 
States District Court at Norfolk, Va., and was 
decided in our favor. 
appeal to the United States Supreme Court.” 

As to the recommendation of a committee 

of the French Legislature to repeal the pro- 
hibitory tax on American pork Mr. Quinn 
said that if the recommendation was carried 
out it would of course increase the exports of 
salt-pork to that country, but in an economic 
light the repeal would be more beneficial to 
the masses of the French people than to this 
country. 
Mr. Henry Seiss, manager of the large meat 
exporting firm of Boyd, Lunham & Co., said 
that even if the recommendation of the com- 
mittee was adopted by the French Legislature 
it would not greatly affect the markets here. 
The French trade in pork and other meats 
was comparatively small, and probably a good 
portion of American products now used there 
went through Belgium and was smuggled 
across the lines. 

Of course,“ he said, we all want the 
ports of every country open to us, for that 
will naturally increase exportations from here. 
The people of France want cheaper pork, as 
do allthe people of Europe, and I do not 
think it will be long before Germany will 
lower her bars against the American hog.”

L STAGE, 


Success or Failure Will Soon Be Achieved 
by the Telegraphers, 

The strike of the telegraphers has entered 
on a critical stage. It will either fail entirely 
within a few days or recommence with fresh 
vigor. The chances are rather in favor of the 
former alternative. According to the reports 
of the strike committee there have been some 
desertions from the ranks of the strikers and 
some accessions to them, keeping the number 
of men who are out at about the original 
figure. But the wholesale resignations which 
the men calculated upon failed to be sent in. 

Agents of the strikers’ committee are now 
at work along the entire system with a view 
of finding out if the men who remain at work 
intend to join the strikers. The committee. 
men believe that 700 men or more are in 
sympathy with them But are afraid to strike. 
Acc to their view it depends upon the 
action of twelve or fifteen men who are 
looked upon as ers. If they go out the 
others will follow. But having remained 
loyal to the . — so long, in spite of the 
strike of their fellows, the committee scarcely 
— that these men will strike at this 

The agents will return or send in reports 
within a few days. If they report that a ma- 
jority of the men will remain at work the com- 
mittee willdisband and go home. The men 
who are now on strike, however, will be taken 
care of out ofthe funds that have been con- 
tributed for that purpose. It is stated that 
there is enough money on hand now to keep 
tne strikers for a month, and contributions are 
still coming in. 

At the office of General Manager Earling it 
was stated yesterday that all but sixty-four 
men had gone back to work, and those who 
remained out were crying to get back to work.

SOUTH SIDE CABLE EMPLOYES DIs- 
TRUST THE NEW MANAGEMENT. 


The Men Ready to Resist Any Reduction 
in Wages—Rumors of a Strike Caused 
by the Unpopularity of Mr. Luck—He Is 
Only the Assistant Superintendent—It Is 
Understood That Judge Grinnell Will 
Accept the Attorneyship. 

The new management of the Chicago Ci 
railroad company is alarmed over the — 
easiness existing among the employés of the 
road. Efforts were made in a quiet way yes- 
terday to assure the leaders that the interests 
of the men were in no way in jeopardy. The 
men seem to feel, however, that the proof of 
the pudding is in the eating of it and have de- 


cided to rest on their oars and await develop- 


ments. 

Presiden t Wheeler, it is said, is beginning to 
realize the extent of his undertaking and is 
not anxious to encounter anything so formid- 
able as a strike. It is understood he has 
called in a number of the heads of depart- 
ments who have been expressing dissatisfac- 
tion over the appointment of C. J. Luck, even 
as temporary superintendent, and assured 
them they would get their orders direct from 
the President of the road. 

President Wheeler was at his office early 
yesterday morning and Vice-President King 
was at his side most of the day to advise with 
him. Mr. Wheeler is apparently discharging 
the duties of superintendent as well as Presi- 
dent, and it is quite probable he wili continue 
to do this for awhile. He made a tour of in- 
spection during the afternoon w:th Mr. Luck 
and visited a number of the barns. When he 
returned he took his seat at his desk and with 
the assistance of Mr. King and some of the 
minor officials of the office attempted to mas- 
ter the system of transfers. He positively re- 
fused to be seen by newspaper men. 

Unpopular with the Men. 

The employés of the company are greatly 
worked up over the appointment of Mr. Luck. 
The latter seems to be generally unpopular 
with the employés, though none of the line 
men seemed to have anything especially 
— him except that he is too independent. 

ey say that those under him while he was 
track foreman did not like him. 

It seems that William O'Brien, the barn boss 
at Thirty-ninth street, and Mr. Luck have 
never been able to get along amicably. 
Nothing serious has ever occurred, but as the 
men avout the barn express it the two do not 
hitch.”

It is quite probable that Judge Grinnell will 
accept the attorneyship of the road. He de- 
clined to discuss the matter with a reporter for 
Tun Trisune yesterday, as did also ident 
Wheeler. It is learned, however, through 
other sources that the appointment did not 
come to Mr. Grinnell unexpectedly, but that 
it is one of the results of the program 
prior to the meeting of the stockholders. As 
will be seen in another column, it is under- 
stood in political circles that the Judge’s 
resignation will not be long forthcoming.

SENATOR STANFORD'S CRAZY FIAT 
SCHEME. 

There will be found in another column an 
interview with Senator Stanford, wherein he, 
a success as a railroad operator but a dread- 
ful failure as a statesman, expatiates on his 
scheme for the lending by the Government of 
countless billions of its notes at 2 per cent to 
the owners of land. At the outset he provided 
for the borrowing of this fiat paper by farmers 
only, but he has seen that such discrimination 
would not do, and has made his wild scheme 
applicable to all owners of real estate in city 
or in country. 

But, verbose as his interview is, it gives no 
information on one or two essential points. 
He does not give the form or wording of the 
“money” or note he proposes the Govern- 
ment shall issue. He does not say whether it 
shall read, “ The Government will pay to the 


1 holder of this on blank date so many dollars 


of gold or silver,“ or will “give him so many 
square rods or acres of land, or pounds of cot- 
ton, or bushels of corn or wheat,“ or whether 
it shall say simply: This piece of paper is 
declared by the legislative authority of the 
Government of the United States to be worth 
so many dollars.“ Nor does he state when 
the fiat paper is to be redeemed in anything, 
or whether the holder of the fiat can get it re- 
deemed on demand, or on a day named, or 
ever. The value of a note given by a collec- 
tion of individuals called a nation depends, 
like that of a private individual, on when it is 
to be paid, what it is to be paid in, and the de- 
gree of confidence of the payee that the prom- 
ise will be kept. If payable on demand 
in gold or silver it keeps at par as 
long as the promise is kept. If payable 
thus, in the future, it is subject to a varying 
discount depending much on the degree of 
faith that the promise will be made good. If 
payable on demand in commodities it varies 
with the gold and silver values of those com- 
modities. 

The Senator says money is only valuable 
as it represents our products. Had he said 
it was only valuable when convertible on de- 
mand into products it would be possible to 
know what he means when he talks of cattle, 
cloth, iron, tin, and beads having been used 
as money or mediums of exchange by savages 
or semi-civilized nations when they had not a 
sufficient stock of or had not learned the use of 
the precious metals for currency purposes. 
If he means that his notes are to be convertié 
ble on demand into cattle, iron, wool, wheat, 
corn, or any other of the products of the 
country at the Government’s option then he 
has made provision for giving them a certain 
kind of value. But the Senator says nothing 
of the sort. He avoids all explanation about 
the redemption of his proposed notes. 

If, on the other hand, the Senator means 
that the Government shall issue flat notes, 
pieces of paper saying this is a dollar,“ but 
without specifying what sort of a dollar is 
meant, or who is to pay that doilar, or when it 
is to be paid, then he has made provision for 
supplying the needy borrowers uf the country 
with a choice assortment of Dead Sea fruit, 
„all fair without, all foul within.“ His fiat 
would be worth nothing. It would be like 
fairy money which turned into dead leaves 
over night. No creditor would take it for a 
debt; no merchant for his goods. It would 
possess no purchasing power and would be 
utterly worthless in the hands of the pur- 
chaser. Suppose the Senator says: “We 
[Congress] will make the flat note a legal 
“tender and people must take it. That was 
„done during the war and the Supreme 
Court decided that greenbacks were a legal 
„tender for the payment of old debts.” 

But that was a desperate war measure, and 
these are days of peace. The greenbacks were 
promises to pay coin, some time. The fiat 
„money will be a promise to pay nothing, 
at no time. The Senator has fixed no time of 
redemption in any tangible thing. If a debtor 
tenders such stuff in payment of a debt con- 
tracted previous to its issue, and the creditor 
refuses to receive the irredeemable stuff, the 
Supreme Court, which is better instructed 
than Senator Stanford as to the nature ot 
money, will decide beyond all question that 
such paper cannot be made a legal tender in 
payment of any pecuniary obligation incurred 
before the enactment of the fiat bill. 

If the fiat paper is offered to a storekeeper, or 
real-estate owner, or railway company, or any 
one else for his goods, land, or services, he 
will refuse to receive it, for he will know it to 
be worthless because irredeemable, and he 
cannot be compelled to give anything for it. 
During the Revolutionary War merchants 
were sometimes made to take Continental 
money at the point of the bayonet by the 
ragged, starving soldiers, but in spite of these 
earnest and urgent methods that currency, 
though made a legal tender by law and patriot- 
ism, went to everlasting smash. It soon be- 
came worth less than the white paper it was 
printed on. Why? Because it had no re- 
deemer. 

The Senator says that the fact that the Gov- 
ernment will receive these flat notes for 
taxes, etc., will give them value. That par- 
ticular expedient for forcing value into a 
shinplaster currency has been often tried and 
has always failed. Were the United States to 
adopt it the Government would find all its 
revenues paid in that worthless sort of stuff. 
And it could not pay it out, for nobody would 
accept it, and it would bein more desperate 
straits than during the closmg months of 
Jeff Davis’ Rebellion Administration. 

There are a variety of frightful historical 
and financial blunders in the Senator’s inter- 
view which there is not now space in which 
to discuss. It is enough for the present to 
call attention to the vital omissions about 
the form of the notes he proposes the Gov- 
ernment shall issue and the when and 
the bow of their redemption. He should 
gird up his loins and give the lacking details 
of his scheme or abandon it as a huge joke 
or a wild absurdity. | 


GEN. MILES’ REPORT. 

The congratulatory order which Gen. Miles 
has issued to the troops under his command 
brings the first official intelligence that the so- 
called Indian war isatanend. He naturally re- 
fers in terms of exultation to the services which 
all concerned have rendered and by which a for- 
midable conspiracy for a general uprising in 
the spring has been crushed out. He refers 
briefly to the tragic events attending the 
arrest of Sitting Bull, the outbreak at 
Wounded Knee Creek and the engagement on 
White River, and closes his narration with a 


unprotected | 
citizeri’s life has been lost beyond the 
of the Indian reservation. 

The disarming of the Indians is now the 
most urgent step in the preliminary work of 
keeping them peaceful and making them 
amenable to authority and civilization. As 
Gen. Miles says, it is being gradually accom- 
plished, but it should not cease until every In- 
dian has given up his arms, As there is no 
longer any hunting in Dakota there is no rea- 
son why the Sioux should be allowed to carry 
improved rifles or any other kind of guns with 
them. They have no legitimate use for them, 
and not until they are deprived of them will 
the danger of outbreaks completely disappear. 
Gen. Miles may be trusted to do this work 
prudently and in such manner that the Indi- 
ahs will not be harassed with the fear that 
punishment is to follow disarming. The Sec- 
retary of the Interior is right when he says 
they have no legitimate use for arms and 
therefore should be required to give them up. 
This accomplished, the next step, must be to 
eet them to work. Over two-thirds of the In- 
dians in the country now are earning their own 
living and there is no good reason why the 
other one-third should not be encouraged to do 
the same by placing them not on arid lands 
but in localities where they can work to 
advantage. The Secretary pertinently says 
that the intellect that can master the intrica- 
cies of the Winchester rifle is fully able 
to comprehend and appreciate the useful 
mechanism of the plow, and that he is in favor 
of treating them “with perfect fairness and 
justice, but work should enter largely into any 
policy or scheme for their civilization. This, 
indeed, is the keynote of the situation. Treat 
them fairly, Observe promises and contracts 
that have been made with them. Take away 
their arms and punish the white scoundrels 
who are found selling arms to them. Set the 
elders to work as rapidly as possible and edu- 
cate the young. Education is oneof the prime 
essentials of civilization. It has been demon 
strated that the young Indians can be edu- 
cated. It will be a fatal mistake, therefore, 
if that education is not made compulsory. 
There never again should arise the necessity 
of employmg the army to put down an Indian 
uprising, and there will not if business-like 
and common-sense methods are applied in the 
place of sentimentality. 


IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION. 

The production of pig-iron in the United 
States last year is estimated at about 9,050,000 
tons gross, which is approximately one-third 
of all that was produced in that time on the 
face of the globe, and probably exceeds the 
current production of Great Britain for the 
first time in history. In 1860 the total out- 
turn was about 8,000,000 gross tons, of which 
the United States contributed only 987,559 
and the British Islands 3,826,752. In 1870 the 
total had increased to 11,900,000 tons, half of 
which was furnished by England and Scot- 
land and a little over 15 per cent by this coun- 
try. Ten years ago the total was 17,950,000, 
our share of which was 21% per cent 
and that of the British Islands 43 per cent. 
In 1889 our contribution amounted to 
80 per cent and that of the old coun- 
try just about one-third. The two are now 
nearly even in the race, but we are a neck 
ahead, and for last year the pair turned out 
nearly three times as much pig-iron as all 
other countries put together. In the manu- 
facture of steel the United States is still more 
prominent. It took the first place in 1886, 
nearly five years ago. For last year its out- 
turn exceeded 4,000,000 tons, being again of 
624,000 over the record for 1889, and showing 
a tremendous stride from the 30,000 tons pro- 
duced in this country in 1868. How largea 
share in the work is performed by Chicago 
may be inferred from the statement that the 
rail-mills of this city have a capacity almost 
equal to the entire annual production of Great 
Britain, N 

Yet the United States continues to import a 
great deal of iron. The total for last year 
was in the neighborhood of 800,000 gross tons, 
and that was less than half the imports for 
1887. But this movement is not due to the rel- 
ative cheapness of equal qualities in other 
countries. It arises from the fact that they 
produce some kinds the supply of which Here 
is limited. The spiegeleisen used in steel 
making is imported because our home supply 
of that material ia far short of the require- 
ments. This is classed as pig. but in reality 
we are exporters of ordinary pig-iron, and have 
not imported any of it inrecent years. Our im- 
ports of bar iron are principally of a very high 
grade, made in Sweden, and here in tht 
manufacture of crucible steel. The other kinds 
may be regarded as shut out for the future by the 
higher duties im posed a few months ago, and the 
inflow already shows a marked decrease. If 
plates and sheets for tinned ware are to be 
made here, as is promised, there will be an ad- 
ditional stimulus to .our iron manufactures, 
and a further lessening of our dependence 
upon foreign markets for iron in its various 
forms. 

The lowest prices in this country were 
reached in 1888 and 1889, The minimum an- 
nual averages at Pittsburg are given as $17.75 
for pig-iron, $43.50 for bariron, $29.25 for 
steel rails, and $2.00 for cut nails. The aver- 
ages for last year were a little higher than 
these, except for nails. But the cheapest 
market is no longer in the Alleghanies, 
in spite of the abundance of low-priced fuel in 
that region. No.1 foundry pig-iron has re- 
cently been quoted here as low as $15, bar iron 
at $34.75, and cut-steel nails at $1.75 per keg. 
The facilities here are such as to place this city 
in the lead of the East, though some of the 
best-situated furnaces in the South are 
claimed to be able to produce foundry iron at 
less prices than it can be quoted at here. 
There is little room to doubt that the iron and 
steel industries of this city will ere long equal 
and then surpass in the amount of production 
the combined efforts of all parts of the United 
Kingdom, which means that they will lead the 
world and leave all other competitors far in 
the rear. Our present prominence has been 
achieved by dint of a great cheapening of the 
cost of production, and it is far from proba- 
ble that the terminus of that path of progress 
has been reached yet. On the contrary, re- 
cent developments may perhaps be accepted 
as furnishing an indication that far more will be 
achieved than has yet been accomplished since 
the mills of this city struggled into a leading 
place in the statistics of iron and steel pro- 
duction. 


SENATOR STANFORD'S 2 PER CENT LOANS. 

The California aspirant to the Presidency 
professes to have invented a plan that will 
minister to the necessities of the behindhand 
class of farmers—the forehanded farmers do 
not need his help. He proposes that they 
shall goto the Federal Treasury whenever 
their mortgage notes given to private credit- 
ors are about falling due and get therea 
quantity of fiat currency with which to pay 
their debts and buy their supplies. 

Senator Stanford says: I propose that the 
Government shall issue notes to the farmers 
“and any other persons owning land, taking 
the land itself as security for the repayment 
of the money. There is no better security 
„chan land, which can never be lost or its 
value destroyed. That is, if the borrowers 
fail to repay their loans the Government will 
foreclose the mortgages, sell the land, and 
thus get enough to redeem the notes. Why 
does not the Senator say ing as to the 
form of these mortgages? How long are they 
to run? For one year, to relieve the annual 
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shortages of behindhand farmers, ot longer? 
Are they to be “cut-throat” mortgages, pro- 
viding that the Government may enter and 
sell when the debt is past due, or are they to 
be governed by the foreclosure laws of the 
different States and the proposed seven-year 
stay law of Kansas? ‘Is the mortgageor to be 
given time in which to redeem ;if ao, how much 
time? Or will he be allowed no equity? If 
the Government holds a second mortgage will 
it be made a preferred créditor as against a 
private creditor holding a prior mortgage? 

If this currency is ever to get into circula- 
tion, and the Government is gver to be called 
on to redeem it from a fund coming from the 
sale of mortgaged lands, then the above ques- 
tions would become of great importance. 
But as these shinplasters will never leave the 
hands of those who receive them from the Gov- 
ernmnent, as nobody will be foolish enough to 
give anything for them, and will never become a 
part of the circulating medium of the coun- 
try, what good will his plan be to thése needy, 
behindhand farmers when the flat which 
they get will not be received by their creditors 
or taken by any laborer, merchant, or dealer 
with whom they are doing business? All 
they can do with the stuff will be to pack it 
up and hand it back to the Government when 
the time comes for paying off the mortgages. 


SAVINGS DEPOSITORS AND FREE COIN- 
AGE. 

The deposits of last year in the savings 
banks of the six New England States, New 
York, Pennsylvania, and New Jersey amount- 
ed to $1,279,000,000, against $1,214,000,000 in 
1889. The population of those States is about 
17,300,000, so that an increase of 140,000 in 
the number of depositors was about one for 
every 120 persons in that area, while the total 
number of 3,520,000 persons who have savings- 
bank accounts is not far from one for each 
family of five persons. The invrease in the 
deposits last year was over $17 for each depos- 
itor, or $4 for each inhabitant. 

In the absence of statistics on the subject it 
is fair to infer that the other 45,000,000 resi- 
dents in the United States save not less than 
three-fourths as much per capita as those for 
which the amount is stated. They should be 
able to save more than that, being fully as 
industrious, having somewhat less to pay 
for staple articles of food, and getting fully as 
good wages. In discussing this question the 
New York Bulletin estimates that the total of 
savings put by each year by all the wage-earn- 
ers of the country must exceed $200,000,000, 
and asks what they do with it, as the number 
of savings banks in the West does not corre- 
spond with that at the East. The question 
is answered by the Cincinnati Price Cur- 
rent with the remark that so far as Ohio 
is concerned the savings of the people are very 
largely deposited each week in the building 
associations, which take the place of savings 
banks and “ give the best facilities for saving 
small sums of money ever yet practiced.” 
The statement holds true for many other 
Western cities, not excluaing Chicago. Anda 
valuable feature of these associations is the 
‘fact that they do not involve the withdrawing 
of any money from circulation. The funds 
are not hoarded; but lent out as fast as pos- 
sible to members who will use them in paying 
for the construction of buildings, thus furnish- 
ing employment to many of their own class 
as well as benefiting their own condi- 
tion. At country points the smaller 
banks are recipients of a large aggregate 
of savings by the working classes, in- 
cluding the farmers whose savings are made 
out of the proceeds of crop sales, and not 
from the receipt of weekly or monthly wages. 
But after allowing for all this it must be con- 
ceded that a large total, perhaps several scores 
of millions of dollars, is held out each year by 
wage-earners in the West and South till they 
find an opportunity for investment in a lump. 

Supposing the accumulation by the 45,000,000 
of people to be no more than equal to that by 
the 17,300,000 at the Hast, we shall have a 
total of at least two and a half billion dollars 
in the shape of money owned by the working 
classes. It is either at their command when 
called for at the bank or when drawn 
out from a private hoard. A deprecia- 
tion of 20 per cent in the pi rchasing power of 
the dollar, due to, the proposed unlimited sil- 
ver coinage, would lessen this amount of sav- 
ings by $500,000,000, making the economical 
workers that much poorer. The very persons 
who should most be encouraged, the bone and 
sinew of the country, those who not only keep 
sober and honest themselves, giving no occa- 
sion for the employment of policemen, courts, 
or jailers, but are doing further good to so- 
ciety by setting an excellent example to the 
rest, are the ones to be impoverished by free 
silver coinage. They are to be robbed and 
plundered of a large part of their slowly 
accumulated savings in order that aid and 
comfort may be afforded to a lot of 
others who have borrowed money instead 
of saving it, and now want to pay the 
loans back in a kind of money worth 20 to 25 
per cent less per dollar than that which they 
obtained from the lenders. In other words, 
the law is invoked to help the thriftless, who 


spend as they go, by taking away what has 


been accumulated by honest hard workers 
who have saved each year asmall percentage 
of their earnings instead of spending the 
whole as soon as received. Five hundred 
millions of dollars abstracted by force of law 
from these earnings would not only be. rank 
injustice to those robbed, but a positively de- 
moralizing influence of society at large, by 
disgusting the better class of workers with the 
idea of saving in the future. To say nothing 
of the pecuniary aspect of the case, the moral 
effect of such action would be bad in the ex- 
treme. | 


THE FOOLISH SILVER BUGS. 

It is alleged by some of the advocates of 
free coinage for silver that the passage of the 
measure would not result in any such depre- 
ciation of the dollar as is feared by well-in- 
formed men. They say that if the silver dollar 
can be maintained at par with the provision 
for coining 54,000,000 ounces per year it would 
not be depreciated by the slight addition due 
to the opening of the mints to all comers. 


That all the free coinage men do not hola this 


view is evident from the utterances of Berry 
of Arkansas, who declared the other day in 
the Senate that his object in voting for the 
bill was a desire to see certain debtors in the 
United States able to. obtain a release from 


their responsibilities through the medium of 


cheap money. | 

The theory that silver could te maintained 
at par with free coinage will not bear the test 
of examination. At present the Government 
buys silver atthe market value and covers 
into the Treasury the profit arising out of its 
coinage into dollars. Under the proposed ar- 
rangement every man who holds silver in suf- 
ficient quantity would be empowered to sell it 
at par, counting the ounce of pure metal as 
worth $1.298. His 87134 grains would then be 
reckoned to him as worth $1 instead of the 
82 cents at which it has sold recently. This 
makes the silver dollar instead of the ounce of 
metal the commodity the selling value of 
which is to be determined by its abundance as 
compared with that of the things that are to 
be bought with it, and a drop in purchas- 
ing power is inevitable. The scheme to en- 
rich a few silver men does not even contain 
the saving clause that the use of the silver 
shal! be limited to the production of the 
United States, 80 to 90 per cent of which 18 
absorbed by the mint now. It allows all the 
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in to take advantage of the Free-Coinage law. 
It would come from France, Russia, Holland, 
Germany, China, India, Australia, Mexico, 
and perhaps other countries, all Anxious to 
dump their loads upon willing shoulders and 
avail themselves of the opportunity to get 
down to a single gold basis. 

We should have an ever.rolling flood of sil- 
ver poured in upon us, and it must be paid for 
in gold or its equivalent. Some of the silver 
bugs talk as if they thought it would be given 
to us by the owners or exchanged by them 
for so much paper. Nothing of the sort. 
They would want gold for it, and the proba- 
bility is would take nothing else. They would 
want no*more of our produce than they now 
take, and as for securities we must rather ex- 
pect to see them selling what they now hold 
than wanting to buy more. No European 
would wish to invest in properties to be real- 
ized on at an 80 per cent basis when he might 
want to sell out. The process of substitu- 
tion would soon force out of the coun- 
try the five or six hundred milhons of 
gold now on hand and leave us with a mono- 
metallic currency of the least desirable sort. 
It would put us on à level with the people of 
India, who have only a silver circulation, the 
fluctuations in which have caused them a vast 
amount of sorrow in the last few years. And 
all this for the benefit of a few silver kings 
and a somewhat larger number of men who 
want to sneak out of paying their honest debts 
by making their creditors accept a depre 
ciated gilver currency. It is for this that the 
silver bugs in and out of Congress, who advo- 
cate the free coinage of silver, would demoral- 
ize the finances of a great Nation and make 
of it a laughing-stock among the people of 
the Old World. 


The Death of Delibes. 

The world of art and literature has been con- 
spicuously unfortunate this month in the loss of 
prominent representatives. Emil von Marcke, the 
famous cattle painter; Celine Montaland, the 
brilliant actress of the Théatre Francais; Emma 
Abbott, the fayorite opera singer; Alexander W. 
Kinglake, the historian of the Crimea, and Ban- 
croft, the historian of the United States; John 
W. Root, the American architect of National 
fame, and Baron Haussmann, who laid out and re- 
built Paris in its present beautiful propor tions 
all passed away within a few days of each other, 
and now the cable flashes the intelligence of the 
loss of Clement Phillibert Leo Delibes, one of the 
foremost representatives of the modern French 
school of musical composition. 

The French had every reason to be proud of 
their composer, for his career was almost with- 
out a failure and his compositions have estab- 
lished a place for themselves on the programs of 
all music-loving countries. He was born in 
France in 1836 and went to Paris as a Conserva- 
tory student when in his twelfth year. He re- 
mained in the gay city during the remainder of 
his life. He carried off a prize at the Conserva- 
tory after having studied all the branches of com- 
position. Immediately after his graduation he 
played the organ and wrote some comic 
operas and operettas which made a success. His 
association with the stage began early and was of 
great advantage to him. In his seventeenth year 
he was accompanist at the Theatre Lyrique and 
afterwards was accompanist and assistant chorus- 
master under Victor Masse at the Grand Opera. 
It was between 1864 and 1870 that he first achieved 
European fame by the composition of the ballet 
La Soufce."’ This soon was followed by Cop- 
pelia and Sylvia,“ which carried his fame all 
over the world. The latter is a special favorite 
in this country through the many admirable per- 
formances of it by the Theodore Thomas Orches- 
tra. The success of these matchless ballets in- 
duced in Delibes a desire for more serious work, 
which was realized in the production of the dra- 
matic operas, Jean de Nivelle” and 6.“ 
The latter, which was brought out for first 
time in this country by Theodore Thomas, when 
leader of the American Opera company, has also 
become a favorite here. In 1881 Delibes became 
a professor in the Conservatory and three years 
later was elected a member of the Institute. 
He reached the highest rewards indeed which 
his country could give him, and he leaves behind 
him musical accomplishments of a.high rank. 
In the ballet he has not an equal and in serious 
music he has shown dramatic and technical abil- 
ity of no mean order,

Germany Frozen Up Solid. 


In Berlin Saturday the thermometer regis- 

tered 40° below freezing point, and from ail 

of Germany comes the news of hea 
snow-storms, which interfere seriously wi 
railway coramunication. Affairs at the mouth 
of the Elbe are very bad. The vessels there 
are drifting about in a helpless manner, hav- 
ing parted their anchors, and are flying sig- 
— of distress. 

The bark Kinfauns, the Senator Versuann, 
a full-rigged ship and a three-masted schoon- 
er. have been stranded near Schaarboven. 

The most powerful tugs cannot leave Cux- 
haven, on the west bank of the Elbe near its 
mouth. to go to the aid of vessels which arein 
distress. Gigantic masses of ice have drifted 
to the Lower Elbe and have piled themselves 

don each other. The Augusta Victoria of the 

orth German Lloyd line is fast in the ice 
near Blaukenese on the Elbe, six miles from 
Altona. It is now eighteen days since the last 
vessel arrived at Antwerp. As the city is 
almost dependent on the maritime trade this 
complete closing of the port is causing a great 
deal of misery among the working classes. 

Although there have been no disturbances 
yet, it is nevertheless true that if the weather 
continues work of some sort will have to be 
provided in order to prevent an outbreak of 
the laborers who are in distress, for the streets 
are thronged with men and women who are 
soliciting alms from the passers-by. 

The authorities of Naples are completely 

yzed by reason of the unusual state of 
which confronts them, and regard the 
condition which has obtained for several days 
as phenomenal. The streets dre deserted as if 
the city were stricken by a plague. There are 
no cabs, omnibuses, or even streetsweepers to 
be seen, and great quantities of snow have 
continued to fall.

CHILE IN A BAD WAY. 


The Insurrection Much Worse than thd Of- 
ficial Reports Indicate, 

Lonpon, Jan. 19.—Advices at hand from 
Chile by mail tend to show that it is not alto 
gether safe to accept the official telegrams 
sent out to the effect that the army is entirely 
with the Balmaceda Government. Some of 
the leading Generals have openly expressed a 
strong disapproval of President Balmaceda’s 
course, and there is no such harmony among 
the military authorities as the telegraphic in- 
formation would indicate. 

The latest advices received here from Chile 
show that there is no improvement in the 
state of affairs in that disturbed Republic. It 
also seems possible that a portion ot the Brit- 
ish fleet in the South Pacitic may soon 
be — — the disturbance, 

The action of the insurgents has rendered 
impossible the landing and discharging of ves- 
sels in Chilean ports, thereby already causing 
considerable loss to foreign merchants. In 
view of representations made to the British 
foreign office and as a result of a series of com- 
munications which have been exchanged dur- 
ing the last few days between the foreign of- 
fice and the admiralty, it was announced to- 
day that a portion of the British South Pacific 
squadron, under the Admiral in command of 
that fleet, has been ordered to leave Panama 
for Cnilean waters without delay. It is also 
understood that the Admiral has received in- 
structions to take all the sters he may consider 
necessary in order to protect the interests of 
British subjects in Chile, and, according to re- 

rts, he will not allow the war vessels in the 
— of the insurgents to interfere with the 
loading or unloading: of British vessels in 
Chilean ports. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 19.—In view of 
the fact that there is no other vessel available 
for that purpose, it is probable that the cruiser 
San Francisco will be sent to Chile tolook after 
American interests, provided she can be made 
ready in time. She will have her final con- 
tractor’s trial on the 24th inst., and if then 
found satisfactory will at once be fitted out for 
sea service. 


FRANCE’S COMMERCIAL POLICY. 


M. Ribot’s Course in Negotiating Treaties 
Sanctioned by the Chamber. 

Parts, Jan. 19.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today M. Rourgeois proposed the renun- 
ciation of all existing treaties of commerce, 
including those containing the favored nation 
clause. He extolled the system of reciprocity 
as the best means of protection against pro- 
tection. 

M. Ribot, Minister of Foreign Affairs, in 
responding to M. Bou is’ remarks said 
that the moment had not yet arrived to exam- 
ine the general economic policy of the couh- 
try. He did not share in the views enter- 
tained by M. Bourgeois in the matter. On the 
contrary, he would spare no effort to renew cer- 
tain treaties, but on an amended footing. The 
Government wished to restore France to com- 

lete freedom of action in the matter of tariffs. 
Treaties with Belgium, Spain, Switzerland, 
Sweden, Holland, and Portugal were pend- 
ing. These treaties, M. Ribot declared, must 
be effected or otherwise the position which 
France occupied in the commerce of these 
countries would become filled by some other 
European nation. The Government could not 
see the expediency of denouncing all the 
treaties. France did not wish to isolate her- 
self in the midst of Europe. 
The “ favored nation clause applied only 
to Russia, Austri enmark, and coun- 
tries supplying France with raw materials 
duty free or cereals taxed as soon as they en- 
tered the country. Not was to be gained 
abolishing the favo nation clause. 
The treaties with China and Mexico were of 
advantage to France and their renunciation 
would result in great loss to French trade, 

The Chamber, at the conclusion of M. 
Ribot’s remarks, by a vote of 458 to 11, passed 
to the order of the day, thus approving his 


course.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


The Scotch Railroad Strike Settles Down to 
a Contest of Endurance. 
GLASGOW, Jan. 19.—The fifth week of the strike 
along the lines of the Scotch railroads opens with 
but poor prospects of an early settlement of the 
matters in dispute. Both the railroad companies 
and the strikers seem resolved te fight to the 
last. All efforts to bring about some com- 
promise arrangement seem to have failed. Afew 
of the western men who had been prevailed 
upon to return to work have, it is announced 
day, listened to the persuasions of the strikers’ 
pickets, and have once more joined the ranks of 
the strikers. Otherwise, according to the railroad 
ials, matters, so far as they are concerned, 
are improving. It is stated this morning that the 
employés of the Great Western railroad are 
threaten to go out on strike. These men are 
dissatisfied with their hours of work and are ask- 
ing to have them shortened or that extra pay be 
— 2 — 6 extra work which they claim they 
ve .

CRY RAISED BY CITY OFFICIALS AT 
f THE COUNCIL MEETING,

Aldermen Join Their Voices to the Chorus 


—The Mayor Leads Of with the Rain- 
bow Reform” Committee Report—Ordi- 
nance Passed to Issue $1,276,000 of 
Bonds in Place of Unsalable Ones—In- 
formation About the Water-Office Called 
For. 


“We want more money to run the City 
Government.” 

“The city 1s short of funds.” 

“We must increase our financial ro- 
sources. 

These were the expressions repeated fifty 
times over at the two-hours session of the 
Council last night. 

Mayor Cregier lead off by presenting a re- 
port from the Rainbow Reform” Commit- 
tee in which it was stated that there was a 
pressing necessity of a more extended and 
thorough system of sanitary service, that the 
improvements needed to maintain the honor 
and dignity of the city will involve a large 
expenditure of time and money,“ and ending 
with the information that “your committee 
[that is, the Rainbow Committee] has caused 
a ‘bill’ to be prepared which, if promptly 
sanctioned by the City Countil and the State 
Legislature, now in session, will enable the 
city authorities to prepare the city’s appro- 
priation ordinance ” so as to provide for the 
extended sanitary service. 

A draft of the bill, which provides for a tax 
of five mills per dollar on the valuation for 
a street-cleaning and garbage fund, accom- 
panied the report. The tax is over and above 
the present per cent limitation. The emer- 
gency clause is included in the measure. 

Ald. Cullerton wanted to have the bill rec- 
ommended at once and the report indorsed. 


Ald. Lyke objected. So did Ald. Hepburn, | 
who said the report was from an irresponsible, 


if respectable, committee, to which the Coun-, 
cil was asked to abdicate its functions, The 
report and the bill were finally ordered pub- 
lished and the question of their indorsement 
was made a special order for next Monday 


evening, 
* New Four Per Cents. 


Next came a communication from the Con- 
troller asking the Council to pass an ordinance 
allowing him to issue $1,276,000 in 4 per cent 
bonds to substitute for unsalable 35 per cent 
bonds issued last June, and $691,000 of 4 per 
cent non-negotiable water bonds. The latter 
could not be disposed of on account of certain 
indorsements on them, made, as the Mayor 
felicitously expressed it, through the blunder 
of another Controller.”’ 

There was quite awrangle over the ordi- 
nance. Ald. Harris and Ald. Madden held 
that the ordinance involved questions of law 
and wanted the subject referred to the Finance 
Committee. Ald. Cullerton pleaded that the 
city was in pressing need of funds. Controller 
Onahan, who was in the Council, pleaded 
with some of the Aldermen to forego their op- 
position. Ald. Arthur Dixon was won over. 
He urged the passage ofthe ordinance. So 
did Ald. Noble, who took his cue from Dixon 
and Ald. Lyke. 

The ordinance was passed under a suspen- 
sion of the rules. It is said the city has al- 
ready found a market for the new 4 per cents. 
The Chicago banks will take them at par. 

Then followed a report from the Controller 
on the question of the price of gas. He re- 
called the contract of last year, and in doing 
so asserted that the price of gas had been re- 
duced to consumers. This statement was 
subsequently challenged by Ald. Madden and 
Ald. Hepburn, who pointed out that in their 
division of the city the price had been in- 
creased 25 per cent. 

The Controller recommended for next year 
that the price be kept at the figures of last 
year, that arrangements be made to pay the 
gas companies up to date and quarterly here- 
after, on the condition that the companies pay 
into the City Treasury 344 per cent of their 
gross earnings for the use of the city. The re- 

ceipts from this source, the Controller main- 
tained, would amount to $150,000 annually. 
A further consideration of this payment is 
that the companies shall not be molested in 
their legal rights—that is to say, that their 
charters shall not be affected. 

On motion of Ald. Cullerton the communi- 
cation was referred to the Committee on Fi- 
nance. The bargain is proposed to get 
$150,000 more for the tax devourers. 

Information Would Be Welcome. 

Ald. Harris offered the following, which led 
to a rather lively passage-at-arms between 
himself and Cullerton: 

Ordered, That the Superintendent of the Water 
Department be and is hereby instructed to make 
an itemized report to this Council of the number 
of his employés for the last year, classifying them 
by departments and by salaries paid; and that 
his estimate for appropriation for his department 
during this fiscal year be made upon the same 
basis; and that all salaries be itemized and the 
probable number of employés needed in the vari- 
ous branches of his department be set forth. 

This was intended to get at the rottenness 
of the rottenest of the city departments pre- 
sided over by the Mayor’s factotum, Henry 
Hamilton. Cullerton was on his feet at once. 
He moved a reference to his own Committee 
on Finance. Harris moved a suspension of 
the rules. Cullerton said the information 
could be had from the Finance Committee. 

It has never been furnished by that com- 
mittee, said Ald. Madden. 

Les it has, said Ald. Arthur Dixon, who 
was Chairman last year. The niotion for a 
suspension of the party rules was lost, 30 to 27 
—Dixon. Dunham, Bortree, and Kile, for some 
inscrutable reason, voting with the Democrats 
against an investigation of the sandbagging 
department of this sandbagging Municipal 
Government. The order then went to the Fin- 
ance Committee, where it vill be smotherea 
in star-chamber session. Dixon, however, 
promises that the information will be forth- 
coming. 

Ald. Vierling presented a. petition for the 
Woman Alliance, which was represented by a 
number of ladies who occupied seats outside 
the railing, asking that three bathing-houses 
be erected this year in the crowded portions 
of the city, that they be furnished with hot 
and cold water and kept open throughout the 
year, and that laundry facilities be attached 
that workingwomen and those living in small 
apartments may, by the payment of a small 
sum, be enabled to do their weekly washing. 

The petition was referred to the Committee 
on Finance. ö ' 

Construction of Viaducts, 

Ald. Ryan called attention to the neglect of 
the sections of the railroad ordinances refer- 
ring to the construction of viaducts, and 
offered a resolution that a viaduct be erected 
at the North avenue crossing of the Chicago 
and Northwestern. Ald. Bowler and several 
other Aldermen then made propositions for 
viaducts. They were referred to the Railroad 
Committee. 

Ald. Sexton offered an order instructing the 
police to kill all vagrant and unlicensed dogs, 
which was passed. 

The City Clerk informed the Council that 
the Chicago Economic Fuel Gas company had 
accepted the ordinance passed by the Council 
and had filed the necessary bond. 

The Council adjourned early, as many of 
the Aidermen had invitations toa ehampagne 
supper at a somewhat notorious hotel on 
North Clark street because of certain services 
rendered the hotel proprietor by tho Council 
at the instance of Ald.

HOVEY GIVEN THE HONOR, 


The Indiana Governor Nominated for Sen- 
ator by the Republicans. 


Inpranaroris,. Ind., Jan. 19.—[Special.]— 


The result of the Republican Senatorial cau- 


cus tonight was unexpected. Although the 
nomination is merely complimentary, there 
has been a spirited contest for the honor, the 
candidates who have been most active being 
Charles W. Fairbanks, Gov. Hovey, and, until 
last week, Louis T. Michener. It was sup- 
posed until three weeks ago that there would 
be no opposition to Fairbanks. It was gen- 
erally understood du the last campaign 
that if the Republicans were victorious he 
would probably be elected Senator. Some 
opposition to him as the foremost representa- 
tive m Indiana of the Gresham faction in 1888 
developed about the first of the year, and the 
contest, which brought out several can- 
didates, followed.

HOT TIMES IN CONNECTICUT. 


Gov. Bulkeley to Use Force in Ejecting the 
Democrats. 

Harrrorp, Conn., Jan. 19.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Bulkeley threw a bombshell into the 
Democratic camp this afternoon in the shape 
of a proclamation. It was issued after a con- 
ference of the Republican managers at the 
Governor’s office and is designed to check 
any illegal schemes of the Democratic officials 
to secure their offices. The proelamation 
sets forth that certain persons have combined 
to demand and seize the State offices without 
authority of law, and that such persons have 
not been legally declared elected to such of- 
fices. They are commanded to desist from 
their acts and from interfering with the pres- 
ent State officers, and the Governor announces 
that any further attempts will be restricted by 
all the power at his command. 

Gov Bulkeley said this afternoon that he had 
no intention of calling out the militia, but 
would rely on the Sheriff of Hartford County 
and his deputies. A considerable number of 
extra deputies were sworn in tonight and Gov. 
Bulkeley will have a force of fifty men or more 
subject to his orders when the Legislature re- 
assembles tomorrow. The proclamation ap- 
pears to be chiefly aimed at Dr. 
Alsop, the Democratic Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, who is only Democratic 
i who] has entered on his duties. 
Promptly after being sworn in last week he 
took the presiding officer’s chair in the Senate, 
Gen. Merwin, the Republican holdover, being 
ubsent. Gov. Bulkeley doesn’t propose that 
Alsop shali take it tomorrow, and will give 
an order to have him ejected from the Senate 
Chamber by force if necessary. 


SENATOR TELLER RENOMINATED. 


Hostilities at Denver Suspended Long

Denver, Colo., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—The 
Republicans of both majority and minority 
met tonight and nominated Henry M. Teller 
to succeed himself in the United States Sen- 
ate.

Railroad Legislation in Minnesota.

IT UPSETS AN ELECTION. 
DECISION OF THE MISSOURI SUPREME 
CUURT REGARDING ANNEXATION, 


A Kansas City Ordinance Declared Void— 
It May Throw Men Out of Office and 
Involve the City in Endless Litigation 
—Settlers Using Furniture for Fuel in 
Kansas—C. M. Cole of Mason City, I., 
Seems to Have Too Many Wives-—News 
of the North west. 

Kansas Crrr, Mo., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court at Jefferson City today ren- 
dered a decision declaring the ordinance ex- 
tending the limits of Kansas City illegal. The 
decision is a matter of great concerp and 
will more or less affect every department of 
the city. The annexed territory comprises 
the Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, and Four- 
teenth Wards. The voters living in this dis- 
trict participated in the municipal election 
held April 8, 1890, in the special 
election held to elect a successor to 
Treasurer Peake and to pass upon the water- 
works amendment, and at the county election 
held last November. The participation in 
these elections of the voters in the outlying 
districts will wholly invalidate the elections. 

If the election of April 8, 1890, be null and 
void Mr. Davenport would be Mayor, for Sec. 
1, Art. 4, of the charter provides that the 
Mayor shall hold office until his successor 
shail have been duly elected and quali- 
fied. So it is with the offices of Po- 
lice Judge, City Attorney, and City Auditor. 
Mayor Holmes’ removal of Treasurer Peake 
would doubtless be sustained, but if the par- 
ticipation in the elections of voters in the out- 
side district wholly invalidated the election, 
Mr. Case, present r, would necessarily 
be obli to surrender his office to Charles

least four Councilmen will have to lose their 
seats, and perhaps several general offices will, 
have to be filled. 

Mayor Holmes said today that one of the 
first thinga to be done is the employment of 
additional counsel to defend the city in the 
scores of suits that are expected to follow the 
decision. 

This is certainly one of the darkest days in 
the history of this city, he said.

An immense amount of money 
expended for improvement in apnexed 
districts becomes a total loss, and all persons 
residing in ‘these districts who have paid 
money into the City Treasury will be entitled 
to recover it. That means litigation 
and lots of it. I cannot see that the decision 
will vacate any city offices excepting those of 
the Councilmen from the annexed wards. Of 
course they are no longer eligible to serve.“

LIVED IN CHICAGO FIFTY-TWO YEARS. 


Death of John King, an Old Resident—Fire 
Chief Fitzgerald—Other Mortalities.

The resolution which Representative Spring- 
er of Morgan proposes to introduce in the 
Legislature, instructing Senators and Repre- 
sentatives to vote for the Butterworth Anti- 
Option bill and against the Shin Subsidy bill, 
created no surprise among the Board of Trade 
men yesterday. d 

be farmers don't understand or appre- 
ciate what they want,” said R. C. Clark. 
There isn’t a farmer in the West who could 
get as much for his grain by two to five cents 
a bushel ashe gets now if trading in futures 
were prohibited 

They think all members of the board are 
gamblers because they are told so by their 
political leaders in the country, and that the 
only thing to help them out of the rut is to 
knock out the Board of Trade, If I couldn't 
sell grain for future delivery I would not pay 
the price for cereals Ido now. Speculation is 
paying the farmer four to five cents more a 
bushel for corn ‘than cash corn would sell for 
if future deliveries were abolished. When the 
farmers are getting big prices for their grain 
they think speculation is a great and glorious 
thing, and they love the speculators dearly, 
but if they don’t happen to sell their grain on 
high prices, but hold on to it while the specu- 
lators sell at high prices, then speculation is a 
terrible thing.“ 

This is a sort of 8 return ot the 
fever.“ said R. W. Dunham. There never 
was a more rediculous thing than this bill. 
Do you think the farmers could get 95 cents 
for wheat if there were no speculation and 
they had to sell to the miller and the ex- 
porter? That class of buyers is the worst kind 
of bears. They always want to screw down 
prices to the last cent. Without speculation 
wheat wouldn’t be worth more than 70 cents 
and corn 40. It is speculation only that ae 
— up. If the farmers are o to the 

hip Subsidy bill it is because they don't know 
anything about it.“ 

My opinion of the Butterworth bill is that 
it is the most injurious and detrimental 
measure that could be inflicted on the com- 
mercial community,“ said William H. Beebe. 
*“*T can’t see re it is practicable, and I 
don’t believe it would be legal. As 1 under- 
stand it the farmer can sell grain which he is 
not ready to deliver to the dealer at the near- 
est elevator, and the dealer can sell it to us, 
but we cannot sell the stuff to any one else. 
Now what I would like to know is where are 
you going to draw the line? Where are you 
going to stup? The bill should prohibit the 
farmer, in the first place, from selling his grain 
or provisions for future delivery, in 
order to make it just and binding. But the 
average farmer has to have an advance of 
money on his crop before he can harvest it, 
and he could not live without selling for 
future delivery. If this bill should pass it 
would mean that any moneyed man could go 
out into the country and buy wheat at his 
own price.”’ 

An agent of the firm who was in the office 
said his experience as a country dealer was 
that the farmers didn’t know anything about 
Board of Trade operations, and it was the pol- 
iticians who talked and thought for them, 
If we have to stop trading in futures, he 
said, how are we going to protect ourselves. 
I won’t advance money to a farmer without 
the security of his future crop. I will not buy 
anything that I can’t sell, and if lam long on 
wheat I am going to sell for future delivery. 
The farmers want a jug-handled bargain. Not 
one-tenth of them can weather the winter 
without contracting for their grain ahead. 


BIG PLOT AGAINST WESTINGHOUSE, 


Alleged Cause for the Recent Trouble ot 
the Pittsburg Man. 

Prrrssure, Pa., Jan. 19.—[{Special. ]}—There 
are some interesting revelations being made 
as to the cause of the financial flurry of last 
week which came so near collapsing the great 
interests of which George Westinghouse Jr. 
is the prime spirit. The Pittsburg Press, 
which has for some time been in the confi- 
dence of the Westinghouse people, this even- 
ing says that there was a plot arranged to 
force Mr. Westinghouse to the wall and secure 
control of his electric and air-brake com- 
panies, which together have an issued capital 
of $11,500,000, The scheme came very near 
succeeding. The ringleaders in the undertak- 
ing, the Press says, were a coterie of men who 
once stood close in Mr. Westinghouse’s confl- 
dence. The plot wasto bring about the col- 
lapse of the electric company, the stock of 
which is now low, with the idea that in the 
event of failure Mr. Westinghouse would have 
to put up the air-brake stock, which is gilt- 
edged, to satisfy notes. Then che schemers 
would have captured all the stock in sight of 
both companies and put their people in con- 


trol. 

At the electric works today Vice-President 
Bannister declared that the worst was over, 
and Mr. Westinghouse expected to have the 
company’s financial affairs straightened out 
in a day or two. : 


RECIPROCITY NEGOTIATIONS GOING ON. 


An Attempt to Bring About Commercial 
Union with Canada, 
Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—

It was rung when Messrs. Wilson and Zook 
as attorneys of the Evanston Codperative As- 
sociation filed in the County Court a volun- 
tary assignment to Henry Merrill for the ben- | 
efit of the creditors of the association. Mr. 
Merrill is a well-known Evanstonian, The 
assets are estimated at $4,000, and the liabil- 
ities at $4,900. 

None of the creditors need be afraid of 
losing a cent,” said Attorney Zook, as the 
people are all good. The scheme could not 
be conducted successfully any longer without 
a reorganization, and the members thought 
it best to have the concern wound up. The 
women of Evanston have by no means given 
up codperation as a bad job. They think 
rightly managed that it would be successful, 
and will try it again.“ 

The assets consist of a job lot of cooking 
utensils at Davis and Maple streets, and a 
number of finely-colored delivery wagons in 
the er- near by, and are presumed to 
be models of the delivery wagons used in con- 
nection with the delivery department of the 
Café Chantrant, No. 47 Rue de Roque, Paris. 
One of the assets several weeks ago was Henry 
L. Grau, formerly chef of the Hotel Poictou 
in thé French Capital, but M. Grau has gone, 
and the members of the association declare 
most emphatically that he is mainly responsi- 
ble for the failure. 

The Extravagant Chef. 


„M. Grau, says President Katherine 
Moore, was altogether too extravagant aud 
imagined he had the capital of the biggest 
French restaurant in Paris behind him. He 
expended several thousand dollars to no pur- 
pose when the association first was organized.”’ 

The man who furnished the laundry ma- 
chinery, Henry Meyers, appeared in the per- 
son of his attorney at the office of the attor- 
neys for the assignee, Wilson & Zook, in the 
Metropolitan Block, yesterday afternoon and 
was wrathy. 

That machinery was to have been paid 
for in cash,“ said the lawyer, but it wasn’t, 
and we relied simply upon the honor of the 
Evanston people to pay the bill. But they 
fooled us, and now Evanston aristocracy will 
be given a rub,” 

Mr. Wilson —— to appease the represent- 
ative of the laundryman, but he failed to do 
so and he went away in a wrathy mood to be- 
gin on his threatened rub.“

LIFE BEHIND THE PRISON BARS, 


An Ex-Convict Says Inhuman Tortures Are 
Inflicted by the Inside Guards, 

It is a wonder to me that more of the Pen- 
itentiary convicts do not go insane, said an 
ex-convict recently returned to Chicago after 
serving an eight-year sentence for burglary in 
the Indiana State Penitentiary. 

“The Legislature, I see, is asking from 
Warden Murdock an accounting for some 
thousands of dollars said to have been em- 
bezzled by him. In the cause of. humanity 
and justice they might better look into the 
outrages of the prison discipline. I have not 
been out many months, and during the time I 
was at the Michigan City prison two commit- 
tees of investigation passed through he pris- 
on like other visitors and were afterwards 
wined and dined by the Warden. No prisons 
er was permitted to speak to the committed 
unless a guard stood by. Letters from con- 
victs to persons outside containing any re- 
mote mention of the severity of the prison 
system were destroyed immediately. Prisoners 
in many instances were brought to the verge 
of death and insanity. The cat-o’-nine-tails 
has been abolished in the last few years, but 
the punishment substituted was far more in- 
human. The horrors of an empty cell with two 
ounces of bread and one-half pint of water 
each day are more awful than fiction ever 
dared to depict. Yet men were thrown into 
these cages fur the smallest offenses, such as 
talking, laughing, or looking up at visitors en- 
tering the room. I remember in 1885 Charles 
Daniels was put into one of the solitaries and 
three days after hanged himself in the cell. 
Others would if means were within reach. 
Passing through the yard one day I saw John 
Snarl, a life convict, talking to the ard. He 
passed, and when he was a few yards distant 
turned and looked at the guard. The guard, 
Jack Moran was his name, picked up a heavy 
cane and, following Snarl, broke his jaw. This 
was not even commented on by the officials. 
Under the old cat-o’-nine tails régime I re- 
member once a ¢@onvict crossing the yard 
stopped to take his shoe off. He had just been 
wages and the shoe was filled with blood 
that had trickled down from the wounds on 
his body. In the Michigan City pen there 
are five ranges and forty-two cells in each 
range. They are all fetid in summer and the 
winter finds them damp and cold and reeking 
with filth and vermin, Each convict has just 
two pair of socks each year. He is allowed a 
half sheet of writing a withthe privilege of 
filling one side of it. his meager allowance 
is made once in two weeks. Tainted pork 
and rotten potatoes for dinner with musty 
mush and molasses form the prison ‘table 
d’hote.’ Oleomargarine is sold to the con- 
viets as an extra at 15 cents a pound. When 
a conviet enters his clothes are taken away 
and sold. He has this money for extras. 
When be goes out he gets $15 for railroad fare 
and clothes, which he buys of the officials. 
My clothes cost me 312 and my hat $3. All 
were battered and torn and prison smelling. 
They were the clothes of other prisoners en- 
tering. If acommittee would look into this 
matter they would fird some * phases ot 
prison life not known. It is ſhe worst place 
in the United States. All my friends agree on 
that point. That is all with mind left enough 
to think. I hope the Legislature will look 
into * along with the matter of embezzle- 
men

TRAGEDY IN A SYRACUSE SCHOOL-ROOM. 


A Teacher Shot Five Times by Her Jealous 
Husband, 

Syracuss, N. I., Jan. 19.—Mrs. Wilber F. 
Barker, a teacher at the Bassett Street Public 
School, was shot five times this morning by 
her husband in her class-room: He drove to 
the school in a sleigh, with their 16-months- 
old child in his arms, walked into his wife’s 
class-room, and said: Is this the way you 
take care of your child? 

Mrs. Barker went into the hallway. Her 
husband followed and fired two shots at her. 
She reached another class-room and then fell 
on the floor. Barker put the baby on the floor, 
and, leaning over his wife, fired at her several 
times, five shots taking effect. Barker then 
drove rapidly away. 

The couple have been married about two 
years, and jealousy on Barker's part is the 
supposed cause of the tragedy. They only 
lived together a short time after their mar-

Chicago Business-Men Petition the Senate 
to Pass the Bankruptcy Bill. 


Wasninoton, D. C., Jan. 19.—[Special.}—Mr. 
Wachsmith of Chicago brought a satchel full of 
petitions in favor of the Torrey Bankruptcy bill 
to Washingto&. They were presented by Senator 
Cullom, who said the signatures numbered many 
hundred, and included the leading business-men 
of Chicago.

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ROUGH ON GOOD INDIANS. 


THEY GO HUNGRY, WHILE THE BAD 
ONES ARE FEASTED. 


A Lady Missionary Who Has Just Re- 
turned from the Land of the Hostiles 
Says There Is Little Encouragement for 
the Indians to Behave Themselves—Ru- 
ral Statesmen Interviewing the Presi- 
dent and Cabinet Officers—Gossip from 
the Capital. 


Wasnixorox, D. C., Jan. 19.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Proctor's consent has been given to 
Gen. Miles to bring to Washington all of the 
rebellious and contentious Indian chiefs who 
have been amusing themselves out on the war- 
path in the Northwest. This will transfer the 
seat of the Indian war to Washington, where 
there will be a most deadly engagement be- 
tween the military authorities and the mis- 
sionaries who swarm about the Capitol. The 
chiefs who will be brought on here will have 
numerous presents and be made much of. 
But it is probable that the result of their visit 
will be an agreement with them to enlist in 
the service of the army the young and warlike 
Indians who are today the sole cause of the 
outbreak. . 

A lady missionary who was at the White 
House yesterday said that it was discouraging 
for the people who are working to civilize the 
Indians to see the bad Indians selected for 
good treatment. She says that it is almost a 


tradition among the Indjans that if they wish 


to accomplish anything in the way of obtain- 
ing favors from the Government they must 
first begin by fomenting rebellion. All the 
bad Indians, as fast as they come into the 
reservations, are given extra rations and 
blankets, while the good Indians who have 
never been out on the warpath are calmly 
ignored or else simply patted upon the back 
and told that they are mest worthy fellows. 
She says that this difficulty is always in the 
way of their best teaching. 


Need of Enlarging the White House. 


The need of an enlarged White House was 
clearly shown the other evening at the diplo- 
matic reception given by the President. This 
was a card 14 confined almost strictly to 
the officials in Washington, yet such a crowd 
was brought out as to choke the passage ways 
leading to the reception room almost to suffo- 
cation. It wasa polite, civil crowd. There 
was no pushing or hurry, but in the jam the 
ladies must have suffered great discomfort. 
One or two came near fainting. Fifteen min- 
utes after the President came down the hall- 
ways were completely blocked. To go from 
the main entrance through to the room 
where the President received took at least an 
hour. As there was no exit for the parting 
guests, when the reception was about half 
over the already choked passageways were 
subjected to tremendous pressures through 
the meeting of the incommg and the out- 
going people. Although the reception was 
over at 10:45, it was not possible to empty the 
House much before 1 o’clock. The bill intro- 
duced by Senator Stanford for extending the 
White House to the right and to the left will 
probably be approved by Congress. Senators 
and members have had such effective object 
lessons through their personal ‘attendance at 
the White House that they are ready now with- 
out regard to party to vote the odd million 
necessary for the extension.

The Statesmen from Podunk. 


This is the time of -the year when the rural 
political leader arrives in Washington for the 
purpose of feeling the pulse of the statesmen 
there residing, to touch his ownelbows against 
their magnetic joints so as to receive itive 
impressions concerning the future. Theseare 
the mysterious gentlemen who in the summer 
season float about the country clad in long 
linen dusters, travel-stained and weary; who 
make pilgrimages to all places where political 
conventions are held. They are the sir ora- 
cles of their own communities. They pride 
themselves on always knowing what is going 
on inside the rty. They sneer contemptu- 
ously at any political declarations in the news- 
papers as being wholly unauthorized, or else 
as being made by some newspaper that has no 
correct sources of information. These men 
are known in Washington as the states- 
men from Podunk. hey have the habit 
of goin in to the President or 
to any high official and of asking. him direct 
questions the most intimate friends of these 
officials would not dare to ask. One of the 
favorite questions of the visiting statesman 
from Podunk is to ask an official whether or 
not he is a candidate for this or that office. 
The ¢isiting statesman is always informed in 
a confidential whisper that he is not a candi- 
date, and straightway the visiting oracle de- 
parts to scatter his information throughout 
the land. You hear bf him for the next four 
or five months. Heis nearly always inter- 
viewed by the journalist of the opposite party, 
and based upon his positive declarations some 
interesting provincial editorials are at times 
written. It was only a short time ago that 
an Oregon Podunk statesm’n was interviewed 
at great length concerning the deepest re- 
cesses of Mr. Blaine’s mind. The Oregonian 
visitor asserts upon his honor as a gentleman 
and a Podunkian that the Hon. James G. 
Blaine. will never again be a candidate for the 
Presidency vf the United States. Said he: 
He told me this with his own lips in re. 
sponse to my direct Question upon the sub- 
ject.” It is not difficult to see the picture of 
this Oregonian visitor. I have heard of him 
in various houses in Washington.

SENATOR STANFORD'S FIAT SCHEME. 


An Interview Wherein the Most Important 
Points Are Ignored. 

Interview in Cleveland Leader: If Senator 
Stanford, with all the various interests that 
occupy-his mind, has one thing more than an- 
other to which he gives attention at the pres- 
ent time it is his Land Loan bill. I had the 
pleasure of meeting him at his residence on 
Farragut Square a day or two ago. On the 
table in his library were @ number of docu- 
ments and papers which he was studying when 
lentered. ‘*] was just reading,“ said he, after 
greeting me, “something about the pro- 
ductions of this and other countries, and I 
was much impressed by the fact ‘that the 
hay and wheat product of this country is equal 
in value to all the gold in Great Britain. That 
is rather remarkable, isn’t it? Our wealth is 
measured by the amouut of our productions. 
Money is only valuable as it represents our 

roducts. Cattle served as money in ancient 
— and Rome. The Romans used wood. 
leather, and tin for the same purpose, and the 
Greeks used iron. At the present time shells 
are used for money in India, and in Africa 
cocoanuts. beads. and cotton cloth pass as 
money. Money istherefore entirely the creat- 
ure of law and custom, and is valuable ac- 
cording as the Government may declare it 
within its own jurisdiction.’ 

Senator Stanford then ake a discussion 
of his bill. Money, said he, is the most 
important factor in the business relations of 
the country and the exchange of commodities 
except production itself, to which it is es- 
sential. Don’t you know that 97 per cent of 
the business of this country is done on credit 
because we have not money enough to supply 
the demand; yet, owingto the want of money 
whenever there is a slight disturbance of 
credit, no matter how much wealth weasa 
people have accumulated, there is distress all 
over the land. Business is affected, and so 

eneral is the uneasiness and apprehension 
that inoney which ought to be in circula- 
tion is hoarded. Even on the best se- 
curities money can only be obtained upon 
call. My bill would put tne Government in a 
condition to issue a supply of money equal 
substantially to the general demand, and to 
erect astandard by which the Government 
may determine up to a useful value of 2 per 
cent what amount may be needed. I pro- 
pose that the Government shail issue notes 
that are legal tender loan to the farmers or 
any other persons owning land, taking the 
land itself as security for the repayment of 
the money. There is no better security than 
land, which can never be lost or its value de- 
st royed. 

Are you not afraid that we should have too 
much money?“ 5 

„Not at all. It is not too much money that 
causes trouble in a country. Panies always 
follow when the currency is contracted.” 

“Your plan differs from that which ended 
so disastrously for the people of the Argentine 
Republic?” 

“Yes, it is totally different. The Argentine 
Government conceived the plan of raising real 
estate values, and to bring about this result it 
atithorized two banks to issue a species of 
land bonds which were given for land mort- 
gages of 50 per cent on the appraised value of 
the land. The farmeror land owner who gave 
the mortgage received no cash or ready 
money, but simply a bond of one of the two 
banks, which he had to negotiate on the street 
for what it would bring. The bonds bore 8 per 
cent interest inpaper, and the mortgage 
was redeemable at the bank on pres- 
entation of bonds for the same amount. 
About $400,000,000 worth of these bonds were 
issued. There was no increase of money. 
The bond was simply exchanged for a certain 
amount of money already in circulation. I 
think it ridiculous to , Argentine 
Republic with its 5,000,000 of people to our 
country with its enlighteued 62,000,000 and its 
vast wealth. The farmer needs more money 
than he gets, His crops ate harvested once a 
‘year and he then receives money from what 
they will bring in the market. In the mean- 
time he is hampered by reason of the need of 
cash, and to obtaim money he cannot afford to 
pay as high a rate of interest as does a mer- 
chant, A banker will ＋ bands with the 
Government as security for g lesset amount of 
bank notes. Tins money the banker will, in the 
course of a year, turn over and over again 
several times. A contractor, for instance, 
will borrow $100 for a year at 6 per cent, and 
then employ 100 men to work for him at$la 
day. With this sum of $100 he is able to em- 
ploy them one day. If he can convert the 
product of their labor into cash at the close of 
the day he can employ them the next day, and 
so on for every work day in the year. Thus, 
the contractor is reaping a protit day after 
day with the money he borrowed. The 
farmer, on the contrary, can only avail 
h self of this privilege once in an 
eu..ce year. He cannot, therefore, pay so 
high a rate of interest as the merchant 
or contractor. But he has land, which is the 
very best security, and by my plan he will be 
enabled to borrow what he may need at 2 per 
cent, and he can turn around and relend pe 
money to the merchant, if he pleases, afd 
thus make money himself from the use of the 
loan, He will be enabled to do a sort of 
banking business on his own account. He 
will be master of the situation, and his land 
will develop a value that would otherwise be 
latent and never become known. Should the 
value of money under any circumstances fall 
below 2 per cent, or the farmer have no 
further use for the same, it would be restored 
to the Government and the mortgage released 
until the money would again readily demand 
2 per cent.“ 

This money which the Government would 
issue you would make legal tender?“ 

Certainly. It is true that during the late 
war the Government paper money fell below 
the par value of gold, but that was due to the 
fact that the Government itself discriminated 
against its own paper by refusing to accept it 
as a legal-tender, thus tirst discrediting it by 
establishing a distinction between two kinds 
of money that bore its stamp. Then, again, 
the war threatened the stability of the Gov- 
ernment itself. A 45 Bank of England note 
is as valuable in any part of Europe as £5 
in gold coin, yet a Bank of England note can- 
not be as g as would be a note issued by 
the Government, for the reason that the Bank 
of England is a private institution owned by 
individuals and its bills are not national.“ 


LOSSES OF CANADIAN SPECULATORS, 


Traders in Montreal and Toronto Out by a 
Buffalo Failure, 

Toronto, Ont., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—The 
failure of the bucket-shop firm of Messrs. 
Allen & Co., whose headquarters were at Buf- 
falo, has caused some heavy losses among the 
Canadian traders in Montreal, Toronto, and 
Hamilton. Seven or eight offices were con- 
trolled by the firm in these cities and over 
$40,000 is due the traders—about $30,000 in 
Montreal and $11,000 in this city. This is the 
third or fourth American firm having agen- 
cies in Canada that has failed during the last 
eighteen months. Three years ago the Ab- 
bott act put a stop to this form of gambling 
in Canada, but after several failures the law- 
yers employed by those who were desirous of 
carrying it on succeeded in evolving a plan 
by which the act has been rendered nugatory. 


Chicago’s Grain Receipts and Shipments. 

Gaxva, III., Jan. 19.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
I read with interest your editorial on Chicago 
as a Great Grain-Producing Point,“ wherein you 
showed several millions of bushels more shipped 
out than received. As a shipper for twenty-six 
years | can give you a pointer as to how part of 
that surplus can be accounted for—viz.: Ascertain 
the number of cars of grain received for the year 
and multiply by three. That will give you the 
number of bushels that the country shipper con- 
tributes to the surplus. The balance may be ac- 
counted for by errors in figures. G. W. Hoven. 

(The difference cannot be accounted for in the 
way suggested by the correspondent. The fact is 
that except the first eight days of last year not a 
single bushel of the receipts at the Galena ele 
vator was reported, while all the shipments were 
noted in the returns. Nor was the statistician of 
the Board of Trade to blame for the omission of 
grain receipts at the Galena elevator. Repeated 
attempts were made to obtain the figures, but 
they were not furnished. It is not intended here 
to deny the oft-made claim that the warehouseman 
shaves a little in the matter of weights, but prob- 
ably his overplus is far less than commonly 
supposed, and there is no doubt as to the truth of 
the above statement that one elevator was omit- 
ted from the report of receipts during fifty-one 
weeks of last year, while its shipments were duly 
tabulated. f

GOULD'S NEW RAILWAY COMBINA- 
TION STRIKES A SNAG, 


If the Northwestern Refuses to Put Its Lake 
Superior Business into the Pool There 
Will Be Serious Trouble at the Start— 
A Story with a Moral by Jay Gould— 
Resolutions Passed by the Territorial 
Committee — East-Bound Shipments — 
Other Railway News. 


The failure of the traffic managers of the 
Western roads to agree upon a division of 
territory under the new Western Traffic Agree- 
ment and the reference of the matter to the 
Board of Commissioners are believed to be 
more serious than intimated in Sunday’s 
Trisunz. This matter of territorial divisions 
was the subject of more discussion at the 
Presidents’ meeting in New York than any- 
thing else, and came near preventing the final 
adoption of the new agreement. At that meet- 
ing President Hughitt made a bitter fight 
against the proposition to place the territory 
covered by the Chicago, St. Paul and Omaha 
road in the new association. Mr. Huntington 
of the Southern Pacific made an equally bitter 
fight against putting certain portions of his 
road into the combination. During the dis- 
cussion Jay Gould arose and said the refusal 
of those gentlemen to place the best paying 
portions of their lines in the association re- 
minded him of a gentleman who, being 
near death’s door, decided to divide 
his worldly possessions among the va- 
rious members of his family. He sent 
for his strong box, which was full of rail- 
way bonds and stocks, and proceeded to divide 
its contents. He first took out a lot of stocks 
of the Erie and after counting them over gave 
them to his son John. Next he took a pile of 
stocks in the Union Pacific and Wabash and 
gave them to his son Joseph. Other members 
of his family received stocks and bonds of 
other roads that never paid a cent of dividend 
or interest. Finally at the bottom of the box 
he came across a lot of first mortgage bonds 
of the New York Central, which were gilt- 
edged and above par. After counting 
them over carefully he scratched 
his head as if considering to whom 
he should give them. Suddenly he seemed to be 
struck by a good idea, put the gilt-edge securi- 
ties back into the strong box, and said: “I 
guess I’ll keep them myself.“ All laughed 
heartily over this story except Mr. Hughitt 
and Mr. Huntington, who did not seem to 
comprehend the application. 

Mr. Huntington was brought to terms final- 
ly by agreeing to exempt his Sunset route bus- 
iness from the operations of the agreement, 
and Mr. Hughitt agreed to let the Lake 
Superior business of the Om 
road come in under the agreement 

finding that the other roads 
in the Northwest would not consent to come 
into the new combination if he persisted im his 
demand for exempting the Omaha road’s 
Lake Superior business. 

The result of Saturday’s meeting of the Ter- 
ritorial Committee shows that the Northwest- 
ern does not intend to stand by the promise 
made at the New York meeting that the Lake 
Superior business of the Omaha should come in 
under the provisions of the new agreement. If 
it continues to hold to this position there is no 
possible chance that the new agreement will 
ever be put in effect.

UNUSUALLY LIGHT BUSINESS, 


East-Bound Shipments. Only One-Half of 
What They Were Last Year. 

While the Chicagu east-bound roads did not 
look for a heavy freight business this winter 
they were not prepared for such light tonnage 
as is now going forward. Shipments are de- 
creasing from week to week, and unless there 
is soon a change for the better some of the 
roads will not be able to earn expenses. 

Of the through shipments last week the Chi- 
cago and Grand Trunk alene carried 26.1 per 
cent and the three Vanderbilt roads—Lake 
Shore. Michigan Central, and Nickel-Plate— 
45.8 per cent, leaving only about 22 per cent 
for all the other roads. The Pennsylvania 
lines appear to be suffering severely, havi 
carried only about 18 percent of the to 
shipments. The total shipments of flour, 
grain, and provisions from Chicago through 
to seaboard points and for export by the va- 
rious Central Traffic Association roads 
amounted to only 40,682 tons, against 50,- 
775 tons for the week previous, a de- 
crease of over 10,000 tons. For the 
corresponding week last year the total 
through shipments were 80,940 tons. Flour 
shipments were 5,135 tons, agement 7,460 tons 
for the corresponding week last year; grain, 
25,848 tons, against 61,139 tons; provisions, 
9,699 tons, against 12,341 tons. pereent- 
ages carried by the various roads were as fol-
